Washington, D. C., Feb. 11.—{ Special. }—As 
the direct result of a clever move on the part 
cf Senator Cullom, chairman of the foreign 
relations committee, the Alaska boundary 


j treaty was ratified this afternoon without 


the necessity of a vote. The opposition of 
the northwestesn senators has apparently 


died away, as the only real opponent of 


the treaty who made any fight against it 
was Senator Mason of Illinois. 

He objected to it on the ground that the 
territory was so manifestly American its 
ownership could not ke made the subject of 
arbitration, and because Great Britain had 
everything to gain and nothing to lose, so 
that any compromise which would be effect- 
ed would take territory from the United 
States and give it to Great Britain. 

Mason's speech was about the only one of 
any importance against the treaty, and it 
was ratified without the necessity of a rec- 
ord vote. No notice had been given that the 
treaty would be taken up, afd many of its 
opponents were not in the senate. Senator 
Cullom managed it so that the executive 
session was agreed to late in the afternoon, 
and the entire debate over the Alaskan treaty 
did not take an hour. There was no one to 


‘lead the opposition, and tLe ratification of 
the treaty came as a complete surprise io

By the treaty ratified in the senate this 
afternoon the question of the boundary line 
between the United States and the dominion 
of Canada from British Columbia to Mount 
St. Elias is to be submitted to a joint commis- 
slot of six members, three of whom will be 
appointed by Great Britain and the same 
number by the United States. They are to 
be jurists of acknowledged reputation. 

The text of the treaty in its principal por- 
tions has already been printed in Tun Tris- 
UNE. It is sufficient to reiterate the fact 
that under the purchase from Russia the 
United States has held a long strip of coast 
eountry running from the neighborhood of 
Prince of Wales island and the Portland 
channel northward to Mount St. Elias, where 
the territory of Alaska expands along the 
valley of the Yukon river, the upper por- 
tion being the pan and the strip of coast ter- 
ritory the handle. All maps made between 
1867, when the purchase was made, and 1898, 
when the discovery of gold in the Klondike 
made the British anxious to secure a right 


| of way to the coast, give the width of this 


strip at thirty miles, following all the sin- 
uosities of the coast. The British claim, in 
brief, is that this strip of thirty miles is to be 
measured from a general coast line, and that 
no account is to be taken of the great bays 
or canals, as they are called, in the 
nomenclature of the northwest coast. The 
effect of the extreme British claim, if al- 
lowed, is to push the border line down so near 
the äctual islands that for the most part 
the United States panhandle of Alaska 
woul! be little more than the tips of the 
various peninsulas lying between these great 
bays or “‘ canals, 
coast line. The British claim, if allowed, will 
take from the United Stated the towns of 
Skagway and Dyea and many other settle- 
ments less well known.

BREAKS TRIPLE ALLIANCE 


Effort to Violate the Monroe 
Doctrine Made Apparent:

Washington, D. C., Feb. 11.—[{Special.}—At 
last Germany has shown its hand. It has 
made extortionate demands of Venezuela 
and has offered to compromise by taking a 
Venezuelan port. Great Britain and Italy 
have to accept a cash payment of 
$27,500 and raise the Venezuelan blockade, 
but Germany has repudiated its agreement 
and demands a cash payment of 840.000. 
and in place of this payment asks for the 
exclusive possession of a Venesuelan port, 
to be hed! indefinitely. 

Minister Bowen promptly and emphatical- 
ly declined to entertain this proposition for 
an Instant, as it would bean infringement of 
the Monroe doctrine, and notified Baron 
Speck von Sternburg that Venezuela. would 
pay Germany the whole sum demanded at 
any time, the amount and the time to be 
left entirely to the German government, so 
as to preserve the territory at any cost. 


Amount to Be Named Today. 

Minister Bowen expects Baron Speck.’ von 
Sternburg to name the amount tomorrow, 
after which protocols will be signed with the 
representatives of the blockading powers, 
after which the blockade will be raised. Un- 
less there is another hitch these protocols 
will be signed tomorrow night, and by Friday 
the commanders of the blockading fleets will 
be directed to retire, and the menacing atti- 
tude of Great Britain, Germany, and Italy 
will be brought to an end. 

In giving Germans preferential treatment 
over the other two blockading powers the 
triple alliance has been broken. 

Germany Repudiates Agreement. 

While Germany has deliberately repudiated 
its solemn agreement if refusing to accept 


a cash payment of £5,500, or $27,500, Great | 


Britain and Italy have stood by their agree~ 
ments, not caring to participate in the prac- 
tice employed by the kaiser’s government.

Source of Money Not Known. 

Where Venezuela will get the money to 
pay the extraordinary demand of Germany 
is a question that is tonight not made clear, 
but it is intimated the money will come from 
abroad. It would be a sort of retribution if 
it should prove to be French or Russian capi- 
tal. but there is a belief, in spite of denials, 
that the money will be mee by the 
United States. 

Outline of Settlement Plan. 

Briefly summarized, the settlement of the 
Venezuelan dispute will be along these lines: 

Venezuela will pay Germany $340,000 in 
cash, or such part of it as the imperial gov- 
ernment is willing to take, and will pay 
Engiand and Italy each $27,500 cash. The 
point raised by the allies that they are en- 
titled to a preference in payment over the 
United States, France, and the other powers 
which have claims against Venezuela will 
be referred to The Hague court of arbitra- 


tion.

“First Lady” of the “District” Expires 
While Her Husband Is a Prisoner in 
the County Jail—Her Last Words.

Com Make a Concession. 

In their offer to the city the traction com- 
panies repeated the request for a twenty ycar 
franchise, with a right to continue opersting 
after that time if the city was not ready to 
purchase or get another tenant. The new 
thing in the offer was the proffer to 
their claims under the ninety-nine year act 
In case they could be given some allo 
for the values of them in the new franchise 
extension ordinances to be drawn. 

In the discussion Mr. Auerbach, for the 
Union Traction company, stated frankiy that 
it would be necessary to go to Springfield for 
legislation to make legal the propoeed clause 
in the ordinance allowing the companies to 
continue operating after the expiration of 
twenty years, but said he supposed the city 
was agreeable to this, as it was also neces- 
sary to obtain legisiation to enable the chy 
to exercise municipal ownership. In fact, he 
argued it would be a more expeditious method 
to secure the legislation first and proceed 
with the present negotiations afterwards. 


Distinction Bétween Positions. 

Although the offer of the traction compa- 
mies was in the name of both the Union 
Traction and the Chicago City, a curious dit- 
ference in their positions was shown in the 
oral statements before the committee, The 
formal offer quoted was the result of a con - 
ference between the representatives of the 
two companies held before the meeting of 
the council committee. It was presented by 
Mr. Auerbach as the joint position of the 
two companies. 

In his argument before the committee, how 
ever, Col. E. R. Bliss, for the Chicago City 
railway company, made the absolute state- 
ment that his company was willing to aban- 
don all claims under the ninety-nine year 
act at once if it could be allowed some value 
for those claims in the negotiations leading 
up to the framing of a proper extension or- 
d@inance. Mr. Auerbach suggested that the 
question of the ninety-nine year act be 
„passed up to the end of the twenty year 
grant and then be considered in computing 
the value of the properties if the city desired 
to take them over. 

Col. Bliss also did not insist that a clause 
be put In the ordinance providing that the 
companies continue as tenants at will after 
the end of the twenty year franchise if the 
city was not ready to purchase, but did de- 
clare that the option of the city to buy in 
ten years after the date of the ordinance 
was too short a time, and, while not holding 
that the option should start at the end of 
twenty years, held it ought to be farther off 
than ten. Mr. Auerbach, on the other hand, 
contended for no option until the full twenty 
years had expired.

ARE NOT AGAINST MINERS. 


the Strike Commission That Their 
Methods Are Normal. | 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 11.—The claim of 
the nonunion coal miners that the union 
should not be allowed to dictate in wage mat- 
ters was not supported by counsel for the 
operators in the arguments before the strike 
commission today. 

Samuel Dickinson, representing the Lehigh 
and Markle companies and the independent 
opérators of the Lehigh region, held that a 


union is the natural body to control such 


things, although he believed that the United 
Mineworkers, being largely composed of soft 
coal miners, did not best represent the men 
in the anthracite field. 

Simon P. Wolverton, counsel for the Read- 


ing company, expressed opposition to the 


union because the bituminous representation 
on the national board is so much greater than 
the anthracite representation. 

“A man can do nothing.“ he said, “‘ with- 
out the consent of this unorganized, irre- 
sponsible, unincorporated body. Is it any 
wonder the operators do not recognize it? 
The bituminous miners never ought to be 
trusted with control of the anthracite pro- 
duction. 

There is every reason why the United 
Mineworkers should be chartered. The 
basic. principle of the organization is col- 
lective bargaining, but they do not want 
collective responsibility.

There were two men inatead of one listen- 
ing to this telephone talk. The man who 
was speaking was an ex-employé of the 
water pipe extension department of the city. 
The man he thought to be the only one lis- 
tening was Congressman George P. Foster.

ion is a part of the regular course, that 
there is a possibility and prospect of giving 
religious instruction in the public schools 
without offending any religious denomina- 
tion, and that moral teaching will be its 
corner stone. My faith is based on the 
recognition of its necessity.” 

This sentiment, vigorously applauded by a 
large audience, was expressed yesterday aft- 
ernoon at the Second Presbyterian church at 
the second day's session of the convention 
for religious and moral education, held un- 
ger the auspices of the council of seventy. 

“ Promotion of Religious and Moral Ed- 
peation " was the general subject. The prin- 
cipal addresses were by President George 
B. Stewart of the Auburn (N. Y.) Theological 
geminary, the Rev. Jean F. Loba of Evans- 
ton, Charies H. Thurber of Boston, the Rev. 
W. G. Ballantine of Springfield, Mass.; the 
Rev. Nehemiah Boynton of Detroit, and 


Mr. Carr. 

While the speakers emphasized home in- 
fluence in shaping minds of the young in 
religious directions, it was the sense of the 
meeting, developed in the discussion, that 
, it was on the schools, both public and Sun- 
day, that the greatest reliance must be 
placed in imparting religious instruction. 


Home Training Inadequate. 

“ Homes—even Christian: homes—cannot be 
depended upon to give religious training in 
this age. said Dr. Stewart. “A new Sunday 
das been evoived; there is less incentive 


tor religious training, though the new order 


of things may be considered by some as 
bringing about a more joyous existence. The 
home circle has altered. Instead of the old 
fashioned gathering about the evening lamp. 
the family in most cases meets altogeth2r 
tor the first time a brief hour in the evening, 
and then the various members, even the 
children, scatter to follow the bent of their 
respective inclinations.’’ 

The remedies for the lack of religious teach- 
ing in the home, Mr. Stewart believed, were 
in agitations. both by parents, pastors, and 
ecclesiastical bodies, that delinquents might 
be made to understand their duty and re- 
sponsibility. Personally he believed in fam- 
lly prayers and hymns. 

The Rev. Mr. Loba said that the foundation 
of society rested on the home. and the future 
-ftepended on the kind of training that 
feceived there, while Mr. Thurber said: 

“Perhaps one reason why. direct moral 
teaching is often thought to be of little 
use in public schools is because teachers 
having no ethical training that places them 
in a position to teach morals find it difficult 
to approach that important dosen of a 
school course. 


Outlines the Indiana Pisin. 


This objection. found no place in the ex- 
perience of Mr. Carr, who has developed 
religious instruction to a material degree in

Boys and Their Jibes. 

The boys who made Laura Gates the victim 

of the quips are types of that numerous 
tribe of which the older generation says: 
„Well, boys will be boys.“ On Monday the 
youths were more irrepressible than ever, 
their spirits breaking forth several times in 
class and receiving reprimands from the 
instructor. At recess time they burst from 
the Bullding, let off their enthusiasm for a 
brief space in pull away! and prisoners’ 
Foal, and then rushed back to the room

of Mrs. Palmer of the University of Chicago 


were joined at these services by representa- 
tives of the alumnz of Wellesley and by 


President Angell of the University of Mich- 


igan, of which institution Mrs. Palmer was 


a graduate. 

The meeting was Chicago's tribute to the 
woman whom the educators of the country 
honored at a memorial meeting in Boston 
Dec. 29, and again at Yale two weeks ago. 
The services in Fullerton hall were pre- 
sided over by Prof. J. Laurence Laughlin. 


Likens Her to Phillips Brooks. 

In calling the meeting to order Prof. * 
lin spoke as follows: 

We are met here today to 1 the 
memory of Alſce- Freeman Palmer. We are 
not here to mourn but to express our affec- 
tion and gratitude. No gloom can ever be 
associated with her. 

In my own recollection only one other 
character rises high enough to be measured 
along side of Alice Freemah Palmer—and 
that was Phillips Brooks. Of her, as of him, 
it may be said, she never had an enemy; 
both were entirely glorified with a passion- 
ate desire to serve God by serving others; 
both were gifted with a rare intellect; both 
were leaders; both were optimists; both 
knew how to make us do the things which 
we knew so well we ought to do, but which 
we did not do; both radiated, without affecta- 
an inspiring spirituality; both 
threw themselves, without counting health 
or time, inte every good cause; both were 
poets and read the courses of the stars with 
unerring insight; both were masters of con- 
vincing persuasive speech.. The earth must 
be good, where two such sotls passed their 
days. * 

President Angell Spee ks. 


It seems such a little while ago that I first 
saw Alice Freeman as a modest, bashful 


girl of 17, that I can scarcely realize that she 


has accomplished the achievements recited 
here this afternoon,” said President Angell. 
In our college I cannot say she manifested 
a marked taste for one study, but was a 
good, all around scholar. Though we all 
respected her, loved her, and expected ex- 
cellent things from her, none of us foresaw 
her great career.“ 

In college she belonged to a set of girls 
who studied debating and public speaking. 


At her graduation I remember how timid 


and anxious she was about appearing before 
the 3,000 people. She had not been speaking 
more than two or three minutes before she 
had won her audience. Her power of public 
address was one of her great gifts. She had 
a persuasiveness, a sweet reasonableness, a 
eoncillatory power, and a sense of humor 
which made her one of the most attractive 
and effective speakers it has been my fortune 
to know.”’ 

Prof. William Gardner Hale paid a tribute 
to Mrs. Palmer as the first dean of women at 
the University of Chicago, and this theme 
was carried on by Miss Marion Talbot, her 
successor and present dean of women at 
the ‘institution. Her connection with the 
Association of Collegiate Alumnee was also 
spoken of by Miss Talbot.

8 Danger in All Sports. | 

Answering the charges against voltage 
sports because of their danger and the 
gambling and the notoriety attending them, 
Mr. Camp said: 

There is a certain amount of danger in 
sports, but we can hardly eliminate it with- 
out making milksops of the boys. You can- 
not keep the boy from danger from the time 
he becomes old enough to own a penknife 
and climb cherry trees to the time he be- 
gins to play golf. 

It would be agreeable to schoolmasters 
and parents, probably, if we could devise 
sports which would not contain any ele- 
ments of danger, but it cannot be done. If 
it could, it would please many people who 


write to us asking us to eliminate ell danger 


from sports. 

Out where we have our summer home 
there is a body of water deep enough to 
drown a boy if he should fall in, and the 
boys are out in boats all the time. One day 
one little boy showed up with a life pre- 
server strapped around him. He had been 
told not to go on the water and he had put 
on the preserver so that if he should go 
out in a boat and should fall in he would 
not be drowned. He took a frightful cold 
two days afterwards by chilling after that 
hot life preserver had been taken off 518 
at night. 

College Gambling Exaggerated. 

„As to the gambling that seems to be an 
inheritance in our nature, college gambling 
is not so bad as it is described. And when 
you come to think of it, you must remember 
that the state started the fund to erect old 
South Middle by authorizing a lottery. St. 
Paul’s cathedral was built partly on the pro- 
ceeds of a lottery, and so was Westminster 
bridge.

marks of Yale, he related a conversation with 


his 5 year old son, who was looking over 
photographs of the university. He discoy- 
ered that the fence had gone, that the tree 
had ‘gone, and that old South Middle seemed 
about to go. 

Then he became pathetic,” said Mr. Walk- 
er. Tou won't let them take it away, will 
you dad?’ he said. ‘I want to go to the 
game old Yale that you went to.“ 
I told him that I couldn't stop it, and 
he asked if Chief O'Neill couldn't. I told 
him it was so far away that I did not think the 
chief could stop it, and then he wanted the 
mayor to. He really lost confidence in the 
mayor for the first time when he learned that 
the mayor was powerless. 

“Then he asked if the real strong Yale 
boys could not stop it, and I promised him I 
would bring his request here to you tonight. 
It is the request of the future Yale students 
tæœ the present Yale graduates—that the old 
associations of the school be not disturbed.” 


Clipping Off the Course. 

Prof. Vincent referred to educational 
changes which are being made, and said that. 
while Columbia was offering a 50 per cent 
discount on a degree, and Harvard offering 
a 25 per cent discount, Princeton was plod- 
ding steadily ahead on the four year course. 

In the future, he said. Princeton proba- 
ably will be graduating men trained in Greek 
and Latin, who will be of intereét, not because 
they bear any relation to the world at large, 
or have any place in it, but. because they 
represent educational curiosities, and will 
be objects of intense interest to antiquari- 
ans.“ 

Of Harvard he declared tnat the educa- 
tional evolution now in progress there had 
been developing along strange lines.

COMMERCE AND INDUSTRY. 

The department of commerce and industry 
bill which has passed both houses takes 
from the treasury department the light- 
house establishment, the coast survey, the 
bureaus of standards, of immigration, of 
statistics, and of navigation, the steamboat 
inspection service, and the shipping commis- 
sioners. ‘The interior department loses the 
census office and the state department the 
bureau of foreign commerce. The depart- 
ment of labor and the fish and fisheries com- 
mission are attached to the new department. 
Provision is made for the creation of a bu- 
reau of manufactures and a bureau of cor- 
porations. The president is empowered to 
transfer the department of commerce statis- 
tical or scientific work from any of the other 
departments, but he cannot transfer the 
interstate commerce commission or the sta- 
tistical work of the department of agricul- 
ture.

be Nelson amendment to the department 
of commerce bill, which needs only the presi- 


vision for a bureau of corporations, the com- 
missioner at the head of which is empowered 
to investigate the organization, conduct, and 
management of any corporation or corporate 
combination—excepting common carriers— 
engaged in interstate commerce or commerce 
with foreign nations. To enable the commis- 
sioner to do this he is givem the same powers 
that the interstate commerce commission 
has as regards railroads. The commission 
has authority to require the attendance and 
testimony of witnesses and the production of 
all books, papers, tariffs, contracts, agree- 
ments, and documents relating to any mat- 
ter it may desire to investigate. Ifa person 
subpoenaed by the commission refuses to ap- 
pear it certifies the fact to the proper Circuit 
court, which issues an order requiring the in- 
dividual who has been subpeenaed to appear 

It will be a novel experience for corpora- 
tions such as the Standard Oil company and 
the sugar trust, which have been one mau 
concerns and whose affairs are unfamiliar 
to stockholder’ even, to receive from a gov- 


ing information as to the management and 
the conduct of their business. There are cor- 
porations engaged in interstate commerce 
which have no occasion to fear the publicity 
contemplated by the department of com- 
merce bill. There are other corporations 
which object to it vehemently and have made 


desperate efforts to defeat it. They have 


sought to overawe congress or to persuade it 
to substitute for the Nelson amendment a 
feeble, ineffective provision which would 
practically leave it to them to decide what in- 
formation, if any, they should give to the 
commissioner of the bureau of corporations. 

The constitutionality of the requirement 
that corporations engaged in interstate com- 
merce shall obey demands for information 
is not seriously questioned. If the Standard 
Oil company deemed the requirement unia w- 
ful it would not have been so determined to 
defeat legislation on the subject. It has no 
doubt as to the power of comgress and does 
not wish to see the power exercised. It 
wishes its affairs to remain veiled in dark-

FLOGGING BRITISH OFFICERS. 

It is only natural that the amusements of 
the officers of the British army should be so 
juvenile. Most of the men who hold com- 
missions in that army have never been sub- 
jected to any kind of training which would 
get them out of juvenility into adulthood. | 
They are brought up in an atmosphere of 
social and financial security. They have 
never had to work. Play is their profession. 
They make excellent laysters. Why 
shouldn't they? From their cradle up they 
have had nothing to do but devise some néw 
game or diversion, or else carry some old 
game or diversion to a higher level of inge- 
nuity and pleasurableness. For the reten- 
tion of a boyish habit of mind such a life is 
the best that could be imagined. 

The British officer, unconfronted by the 
sobering realities of a work-a-day world, 
continues to look upon existence much as he 
looked upon it when he was in the public 
school. He continues to be athletic, adven- 
turous, proud, courageous. He also con- 
tinues to be exclusive, narrow, artificial, and 
brutal. He can't help it. His life is so dif- 
ferent from that of the people who are really 
doing the work of the world that his ideals 
are also different. He doesn’t see that his 
exclusiveness is ridiculous and that his haz- 
ing is boyish. How should he? His educa- 
tion has prevented him from growing up.” 
He has never come into contact with the 
things which make ordinary people go 
/ through the “growing up process. The 
British people may expect, therefore, that as 
long as their army officers come so generally 
from a set which is deprived of the practical 
education of practical life, so long will they 
continue to give evidence of a boyish and 
boyishly brutal turn of mind. Flogging fel- 
low officers is not the deed of men who are 
really men in a world of men,” doing men’s 
work. It is the deed of leisured, undisci- 
plined, belated youngsters. 


SOUSA AND THE LONDON PIRATES. 

The recent complaint made by Mr. Sousa, 
the American band leader, to the London 
Times in the matter of piracies of his com- 
positions, and his threat to give the pirates 
a taste of British law, have greatly amused 
the Londoners. Mr. Sousa does not appear 
to be aware that the act of parliament affect- 
ing musical copyrights is substantially what 
it was when Queen Elizabeth had it enacted 
for the benefit of Tallis and some others of 
her court composers. 

The procedure which Mr. Sousa would 
have to adopt if he carried out his threats 
would hardly pay him for his trouble. He 
would have to perambulate the streets of 
London. When he had discovered one of 
the pirates hawking his Washington 
Post” or El Capitan” march he would 
look up a policeman and serve upon him 
Written or printed notice that he wished 
the pirate overhauled and his plunder seized. 
He would then go to the pirate and ascertain 
his mame and address. If he were suspi-

he would follow the pirate until he got 
through and went home. Then Mr. Sousa 
would go to the police court and get out a 
summons, pay the fee, and get an officer to 
gerve it. If the pirate had given a bogus 


name, of course nothing would come of it, 


but if Mr. Sousa’s officer succeeded in serv- 
ing the summons, then Mr. Sousa would go 
to the police court again and, first of all, 
eonvince the magistrate he was a musician, 
which it might be difficult to do if the magis- 
trate were a critical person, then that he 
wrote music, and then that he wrote the 
music which the pirate was hawking. After 
all this the magistrate would order the copies 
destroyed. The pirate would be out a few 
pennies and go unpunished, and Mr. Sousa 
would have lost time and money with no sat- 
isfaction in the end.

ITEMIZE THE APPROPRIATIONS. 

The last general assembly appropriated 
$3,379,000 to defray “the ordinary ex- 
penses ot a number of state institutions for 
two years. The Kankakee asylum was 
giverr $644,000; the Elgin asylum $370,000: 
and the Asylum for Feeble Minded Children 
$364,000. The expenditure of the large 
sums specified is left to the discretion. of 
the respective boards of trustees, the only 
limitation being that the money must not 
be used for other than “ordinary ex- 
penses.” Under that head are usually in- 
cluded salaries of employés, the cost of pro- 
visions, of clothing, and of fuel, and of or- 
dinary repairs. The trustees have unre- 
stricted discretion as to how the lump sum 
given them shall be apportioned among the 
different items of expenditure. They may 
be unduly generous as regards salaries and 
niggardly as regards clothing and repair.

* „une has long been known as the 
most foolish diplomat in the service of 
France, and if he has been kept at his post 
for so long a time it has been because he 
knew the language, experience of 
the country, and, moreover, because it wes 
difficult to get any suitable man to submit to 
such an exile as pare 8 of envoy to the 
court ot the Negus en 8. 

To give an explanation of the foolishness 
of M. Legarde, I may mention that on the 


oceasion of one of his visits to France during 


the presidency of Felix Faure he suddenly 
blossomed forth as “duke of Entoto,” a 
title which he caused to be inscribed on his 


visiting cards in conjunction with his rank 


in the diplomatic servicé—namely: that of 


_“ envoy extraordinary and minister plenipo- 


tentiary of the repubjic of France.“ In re- 
sponse to inquiry Legarde explained that the 
dukedom of Entoto was an Abyssinian peer- 
age, and had been conferred upon him prior 
to his departure on leave by Emperor Mene- 
lek. | 

Subsequent investigation proved that there 
was no such thing as a “ dukedom of En- 
toto,” that there are no nobiliary titles or 
dignities in Abyssinia, and that all Menelek 
had done had been to confer upon Legarde 
the honorary rank of ras,“ or chief, in 
the same manner as upon the other foreign 
envoys at his court, with the object of giv- 
ing them a cerfin standing among his dusky 
subjects, ignorant of the subtleties and pre- 
rogatives of diplomatic representatives, 

The interpretation of ras (of whom 
there are thousands in Abyssinia) as duke 
was entirely Legarde’s own, and he was 
speedily ordered by the department of for- 
eign affairs at Paris to drop the ducal title, 
of which no end of fun was made by the 
French press, the authorities at the Quay 
d'Orsay pointing out to him that in the first 


place his dukedom was spurious and there- 


fore bound to bring ridicule not only upon 
himself but also upon his office, and that, 
moreover, even if the dukedom had been 
authentic, it was highly improper for an 
envoy of the French republic to accept a 
title of nobility from the sovereign to whose 
court he is accredited. 

What rendered the French government 
additionally sour about the matter at the 
time was that just then the Negus 
granted all sorts of material advantages to 
Great Britain, for which France had nothing 


to show but this laughable dukedom of En- 


The expulsion of Legarde from the Abys- 
sinian capital is in connection with the re- 
solve of Emperor Menelek at the last mo- 
ment to abstain from visiting the French 
Red sea port of Djibouti in connection with 
the opening of the Djibouti Harrar railroad. 

Legarde had made much capital at Paris 


ot the emperor's visit to Djibouti, so much so 


that the French government had arranged 
to send two or three first class cruisers to 
the port in question in honor of the occasion. 


Consequently when at the last moment the 


‘ Negus declined to go, it left the envoy in a 


foolish position, especially in the eyes of the 
French government. 


The emperor, who is a strict observer of | | 


Lent, gave as an excuse for his refusal to 
go to Djibouti that even under the most fa- 
vorable circumstances he would be unable, 
if he went, to get back to his capital before 
the beginning ot the penitential season, and 
therefore preferred to delay his visit until 
the autumn. The real truth of the matter 
probably is that Menelek found that Le- 
garde’s object was to place him at Djibouti 
in the light of a vassal of France and under 
her protection. 

Be this as it may, Legarde seems to have 
completely lost his head. He cabled to Paris 
that the emperor’s action was due to Brit- 
ish intrigues, and thereupon stormed and 
railed at the Negus in such a fashion that 
the latter finally broke off relations with 
him and forced him to leave his capital. 

None of the obituaries of ex-Premier Kara- 
velhoff of Bulgaria, who died last Sunday at 
Sofia, makes any reference to his widow, one 
of the most remarkable women of the south- 


east of Europe, and who for twenty years 


past has gone by the name of “ Katherine 
of Bulgaria.’’ She is a school teacher. Dur- 


ing her husband’s tenure of the premiership | 


she continued her vocation, and every morn- 
ing when he left home to attend to his duties 
as prime minister she took her departure 
for the public grammar school to assume her 
place as one of the teachers. 

She has been repeatedly imprisoned and

The visit was a brief one, and it has not 
been returned as yet by the king and queen, 
although, according to the etiquette of 
courts, it should have been returned the 
Same day. In one word, while the king has 
put an end to the ostracism to which the duke 
has been subjected for several years past, 
there is no resumption of the former cordial 
and cousinly relations. )

to allay the bitter feeling caused among | 


western shippers, merchants, and manufac- 
turers over the large advances lately made 
by the western and eastern roads in rates on 
ali kinds of merchandise and commodities. 
Scarcely a week passes that the rates are 
not given a twist upward, and so remunera- 
tive are the rates now that, with a large de- 
creased tonnage, the earnings are far in ex- 
cess of what they have been during the pre- 
vious three years of prosperity. 

While operating expenses on most roads 
have increased from 10 to 15-per cent, the 
rates have been advanced all the way from 
20 to 50 per cent, and in some instances the 
advance is fully 100 per cent. 

The injunctions issued by the United States 
courts against rate cutting have caused a 
strict maintenance of rates and the saving of 
millions of dollars formerly paid out to ship- 
pers for rebates alone amounts to far more 
than the increase in operating expenses. 


Improvements Will Be Made. 


It is safe to say that no necessary double 


tracking or improvements in the physical 
conditions of the roads or the building of 
necessary extengions will be stopped on ac- 
count of the inkbility of the roads to earn 
enough money to undergo such expense. 
Most of the large railroad systems in the 


west have during the last year or two added 


largely to their — by issuing new stocks 
and for the alleged reason that such 
improvements have become an imperative 
necessity to meet present requirements, and 
few roads pay for large improvements or ex- 
tensions out of their earnings. They need 
all the earnings they can make to pay large 
@ividends to the syndicates which eontrol 
the roads and to keep up the price of stocks. 


That the earnings are increasing, and not 


falling off as alleged by the railroads, is 
shown by a statement just issued showing 
‘that gross earnings of all railroads in the 
United States which have thus far issued 
statements of earnings for Jamuary, 1903, 
made a gain of 8.6 per cent over last year and 
17.7 per cent over 1001. There are included 
in these earnings many of the leading sys- 
tems, which continue to show heavier tonnage 
than last, year, when traffic was unusually 
lerge. There is an increase in earnings on 
all classes of roads, the western lines mak- 
ing large gains over all preceding years, 
‘with excellent prospects for a continuance 
of large earnings.
